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County Planning Board Gives 
Go-ahead to South Core Plans 


At its meeting on Thursday, 
February 2 the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board consid- 
ered and approved the Prelimi- 
nary Plan and revised Concep- 
tual Site Plan (CSP) for the 
South Core of the Greenbelt Sta- 
tion development. The action 
rectifies flaws inherent in the 
original July 2001 CSP for the de- 
velopment which was success- 
fully challenged by the City of 
Greenbelt and remanded by the 
Maryland Court of Appeals in 
2004. 

The Planning Board action, 
which included some 65 condi- 
tions, went a long way in ad- 
dressing concerns expressed by 
its technical staff and the cities 
of Greenbelt and College Park. 

The many conditions that the 
planning staff of the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission (M-NCPPC) 
would ultimately recommend to 
the Planning Board before its 
approval for the revised CSP 
were hammered out among all of 
the above parties in meetings 
with representatives of Greenbelt 
Metropark LLC prior to the 
Planning Board’s consideration. 

At the Planning Board meet- 
ing later that day, the board re- 
ceived formal testimony from 
Gary Wagner, the M-NCPPC plan- 
ning coordinator; Norman Rivera, 
the developers’ representative;

Celia Craze, Greenbelt’s director 
of Planning and Community De- 
velopment; the planning director 
for College Park and private citi- 
zens representing either them- 
selves or neighborhood associa- 
tions. At the end of the day the 
Planning Board added new condi- 
tions, deleted some conditions or 
modified the language of others 
before crafting a motion that was 
approved unanimously by its 
members. The board action now 
paves the way for consideration 
of a Detailed Site Plan (DSP) for 
the South Core development that 
will likely be on upcoming agen- 
das of the Greenbelt Advisory 
Planning Board and city council 
this spring. For the developers 
and the City of Greenbelt and 
its citizens, the planning saga for 
Greenbelt Station continues. It 
now enters a more detailed phase 
in terms of refining the agreed- 
upon requirements that are out- 
lined in the approved CSP and 
its attendant conditions. 
City Conditions 

In her testimony to the Plan- 
ning Board, Craze announced that 
with completion of the proposed 
annexation, “. . . as of January 
26, 2006, the entire Greenbelt Sta- 
tion project is now located within 
the City of Greenbelt’s municipal 
boundaries.” In her comments, 
she reiterated Greenbelt’s posi- 
tion as outlined in a January 27 


letter to the Planning Board from 
Greenbelt’s Mayor Pro-Tem 
Rodney Roberts. 

That letter said the city was 
pleased that the majority of con- 
ditions important to Greenbelt 
were included in the M-NCPPC 
technical staff report. However, 
the city’s letter highlighted sev- 
eral conditions approved by the 
council but not referenced in the 
technical staff’s report. Roberts 
requested the Planning Board 
adopt the following conditions 
setting forth requirements for the 
applicant: 

(1) At the time of the review 
of the first DSP for each core 
area, provide a plan showing all 
proposed private and public 
trails, including identification of 
public access points to the pro- 
posed stream valley trail system. 

(2) Provide at the time of the 
first DSP for the South Core a 
proposed schedule, subject to 
approval of the State of Mary- 
land and the City of Greenbelt, 
for the transfer of the remaining 
land (36 acres) to be given to the 
State. 

(3) Not exceed the cumula- 
tive environmental impacts asso- 
ciated with previously approved 
variation requests by any pro- 
posed development or construc- 
tion within the project area.

20th Century Textile Expert Is 
Greenbelt Museum Staff Intern 


Years ago Julie Geschwind 
began her journey with textiles 
by launching a hand-woven 
clothing business. ‘Today she 
deals with textiles in a museum 
setting. It is her love of fabrics 
and materials from the 20th cen- 
tury that brought her to the 
Greenbelt Museum about a 
month ago for an internship. 

Previously she had looked 
into working at several different 
historical landmark museums in 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Area: The Hillwood House, Tu- 
dor Place and the Pope-Leighey 
House. 

“Many people going through 
my program are interested in the 
18th and 19th century,” she said, 
“but I’m strictly interested in the 
20th century. Greenbelt is a rare 
opportunity for me to be sur- 
rounded by the objects and his- 
tory that I want to focus on in 
my career. I was also interested 
in the fact that there have been 
few clothing and textile shows at 
the museum and I would have 
an opportunity to work on one 
for the future.” 

Her day at the museum in-

volves cataloguing data into the 
computer about all the clothing 
and textiles in the available col- 
lections. Geschwind provides a 
detailed description of the mate- 
rials and records their condition. 
Finally she constructs a plan of 
where to place each object in 
the museum. The internship 
benefits her as well since she is 
currently pursuing her master’s 
degreein decorative art with an 
emphasis on textiles. 

Geschwind also works in the 
education department at the 
Textile Museum doing special 
projects. Two years ago she and 
a fellow textile enthusiast June 
Pearson Bland gave a talk on na- 
tive fabrics from Gambia and Mali. 
Geschwind, an Alexandria resi- 
dent, has taught at the Art 
League School’s Springwater Fi- 
ber Workshop and also served 
on its board of directors. 

Each job puts her closer to her 
ultimate goal of becoming a cu- 
rator working with textiles and 
clothing of the 20th century. 
Not only is she interested in 
20th century textiles, she is also 
enamored of the style of archi- 


tecture found 
Greenbelt. 

“The Art Deco style is one as- 
pect that is very appealing to 
me. It is also an interesting part 
of history during the Great De- 
pression and not one that is usu- 
ally displayed in a museum, 
other than for a specific exhibit,” 
she said. If the pieces of her life 
seem connected like the threads 
in a tapestry, that’s because they 
are. Even the City of Greenbelt 
bears a slight resemblance to the 
development where she resides. 

“I live in an area just south 
of Old Town Alexandria called 
Hollin Hills which is a mid-cen- 
tury modern development. We 
are in the process of being regis- 
tered on the list of Historic 
Communities.” As far as she’s 
concerned about this historic 
community, Geschwind adds one 
final thought: “I think that 
Greenbelt is a fantastic glimpse 
of an important part of history, 
of the Depression, the so-called 
Progressive Era, the New Deal 
and how people lived during 
that period.”

Acting Postmaster to Guide 
Move to New Post Office

Galo Tolentino, acting post- 
master of the Greenbelt Post Of- 
fice, will be in charge of the Post 
Office’s move from the current 
Centerway location to the facility 
under construction on Hanover 
Parkway. Tolentino was re- 
quested to come to the Greenbelt 
Post Office in the prolonged ab- 
sence of Postmaster Cooper and 
has been in charge since the last 
week of December.

At this time Tolentino is un- 
able to provide information about 
the move, as by United States 
Postal Service rules he is not al- 
lowed to discuss any aspect until 
plans are final. He did, however, 
say that there are “minor prob- 
lems” with the new facility and 
that no firm date for the move has 
been set. He added that when 
plans for the move are formal- 
ized, a letter announcing the 
move and giving necessary infor- 
mation will be mailed to each 
postal customer and posted on 
each post office box. 


Greenbelt Elementary Takes 
First in State “First in Math”

Students at Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School are excited about 
math these days, thanks to an 
online computer game called the 
“First in Math 24 Game.” In 
fact they are doing so well that 
the school is currently ranked 
first in the state. 

The “First in Math” program 
was implemented in the fifth 
grade at Greenbelt Elementary 
School in the fall of 2005. 
Since that time, students have 
logged many hours practicing 
math problems, from simple addi- 
tion and _ subtraction facts 
through decimals, fractions, expo- 
nents and complex algebra. The 
game can be played on any 
computer with internet access, so 
the students can play at home or 
the library as well as at school. 
In January the program was ex- 
tended to include the third, 
fourth and sixth grades, plus a 
group of 14 second grade stu- 
dents who are working on third 
grade math. 

The original 24 Game was in- 
vented in 1988 by Robert Sun, 
of Suntex International. He 
“wanted to demonstrate that 
mathematics can be powerful, 
engaging and most of all fun.” 
The current online version, “First 
in Math,” has been available 
since 2002. Students progress at 


their own pace, earning electronic 
“award stickers” for each level 
completed and a record is kept of 
individual member and team 
progress. When teachers log on 
they can track progress through 
Assessment Reports which allows 
them to assist students who are 
struggling. They also can check 
the ranking of individuals or 
their team against other students, 
class to class, school to school 
and even at state and national 
levels. 

There are many areas to ex- 
plore, including the “Workout 
Gym” which gives students extra 
practice to pump up their math 
muscles, and “Show What You 
Know” which provides an inter- 
esting and fun way for students 
to experience the type of prob- 
lems found in standardized tests. 
Puzzles, bonus games and con- 
gratulatory messages are included 
to keep students excited and in- 
terested. 

According to Pamela Bauer, 
teacher of the top-performing 
fifth grade class, “This program 
engages students in the learning 
process. We love this program 
and continue to see success 
among all of our students.”

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Editorial 
Significant Achievements 


It makes sense for the South Core development at Greenbelt 
Station including the wetlands tract along Indian Creek to be- 
come part of the City of Greenbelt. We congratulate the city 
council and the city’s planning staff on this accomplishment. 

Even if it proves less economically beneficial than city staff 
estimates, the South Core will become an important part of the 
Greenbelt Station project, a mixed-use transit-oriented commu- 
nity. 

With the North Core (the Metro station parking lots, to be 
overbuilt with a complex of major structures) already within the 
city, the entire project will be subject to the same jurisdictional 
regulations. Prior to annexation, the city’s western boundary jut- 
ted out around an irregularly-shaped peninsula, the North Core. 
Now the CSX railroad tracks, an established barrier from the 
Beltway to Branchville Road, will separate Greenbelt from Col- 
lege Park. 

To accomplish annexation of the South Core, the city under- 
took extensive bargaining with Greenbelt Metropark LLC. Such 
bargaining, of course, entails much give and take and we believe 
Greenbelt achieved many important concessions from the devel- 
oper. On the other hand, providing financial assistance for con- 
struction of the north-south connector road through Greenbelt 


Station constituted a major concession on the part of the city. 
Yet this assistance will be carried out without the city’s having 
to pledge any part of municipal resources toward payment of 


this debt. Instead a portion of property taxes from Greenbelt 
Station to be realized from the new development will be dedi- 
cated to this purpose. The debt, which will be temporary, can 
assure a superior development of Greenbelt Station. The annex- 
ation will be permanent. 

Neither this annexation nor the many other concessions the 
city has received from the developers could have been achieved 
if the city had not pursued its legal objections to the develop- 
mental procedures all the way to the Maryland Court of Special 
Appeals. Nor would it have been accomplished without able 
and effective negotiations on the part of the city council and its 
professional and dedicated administrative and planning staff. 
Not only did Greenbelt benefit from the city’s deteremined efforts 
but College Park and Berwyn Heights were then able to obtain 
concessions from the developer also. 

We applaud our city council and the city staff for these sig- 


nificant achievements.

New Post Office: Some Perspective 


Readers of last week’s letter to 
the editor regarding the post of- 
fice need more historical context 
to get the full picture. Greenbelt 
has long been in need of a new 
post office. The current facility is 
undersized for patrons and very 
undersized for the carriers in the 
back. Almost 10 years ago, 
postal service officials indicated 
that they were taking steps to 
find new accommodations for the 
current post office. They could 
find no suitable locations in 
Greenbelt and were looking for a 
site outside of the city that might 
also be combined with a postal 
facility for the Glenn Dale area. 

We found this possibility un- 
acceptable and said so to the 
postal service. In order to im- 
prove the likelihood of a facility 
in Greenbelt, the city worked to 
identify sites that were large 
enough and had appropriate ac- 
cess for the postal service. Five 
potential sites were identified. 

After consideration, the postal 
service identified the parcel at 
Hanover Parkway and Ora Glen 
Drive as its preferred site. It did 
not infringe on nearby residen- 
tial neighborhoods and was large 
enough to meet the postal 
service’s needs while being buff- 
ered from the adjacent Windsor 
Green community. 

The property did not come 
easily. There was a limitation 
placed on the property by an 
earlier owner who had been fore- 
closed on. It required the threat 
of a city lawsuit to clean up this 
matter. As part of the agreement 
with the landowners, the city was 
also able to acquire the 10-acre 
undeveloped Sunrise property at 
the end of Hanover Drive, which 
the city had been interested in 
doing for a number of years. 





From the very beginning of 
this process, we made it clear that 
we expected the postal service to 
retain service in Roosevelt Center. 
Representatives from the postal 
service understood this position 
and were supportive of it. It was 
only in the last two years that 
the financial difficulties facing the 
postal service forced it to pull 
back from making continued ser- 
vice in Roosevelt Center a reality. 

The claims of inadequate ac- 
cess are not accurate. There is 
plenty of roadway access on 
Hanover Parkway and Ora Glen 
Drive. Hanover Parkway is three 
lanes wide in this section and 
there is a traffic light at the in- 
tersection of Hanover and Ora 
Glen. Sidewalks that will con- 
nect with existing sidewalks on 
Hanover and Ora Glen are being 
installed as part of the project. 
Bus stops exist right across the 
street from the new post office 
on Hanover Parkway. Bicycle 
access from Greenbelt East will 
be easy along existing trails and 
walkways and pedestrians and 
cyclists from historic Greenbelt 
can access these paths via the 
Spellman Overpass. 

Understandably, the relocation 
of the post office will benefit 
some residents and inconvenience 
others. However, the city was 
faced with the possibility of not 
having a post office at all, which 
would have been a loss for ev- 
eryone. We believe the new 
post office will serve the city well 
for many years.

Not Everything Must 
Be in Old Greenbelt 


Why is it so hard to accept 
that some services need not be 
in the center of Greenbelt? 

I write this letter, first of all, 
to demonstrate that Greenbelt 
East does have public transporta- 
tion for accessing the new post 
office soon to be opened at the 
intersection of Hanover Parkway 
and Ora Glen Drive, contrary to 
what was stated in a letter in the 
February 2 edition of the News 
Review. 

I know from extensive experi- 
ence riding buses through various 
parts of Greenbelt that Metrobus 
route R12 passes the post office 
and that the T16/17 service is 
only a block away. The Prince 
George’s County The Bus routes 
15 and 16 have a stop right 
next to the post office; and stu- 
dents, staff and faculty can ride 
the University of Maryland 
Shuttle to the same block as the 
post office. What more is 
needed? Apparently a sidewalk — 
and this is required to be built 
when the post office construction 
is completed. 

Secondly, as for the unfortu- 
nate situation that the center of 
Greenbelt will not have a con- 
tract postal unit, despite good 
faith efforts by city leaders, my 
recollection is that Greenbelt 
might not have had a post office 
at all had it not been for efforts 
by the city council and Con- 
gressman Steny Hoyer. 

Beyond this, as a resident of 
Greenbelt East I feel I must 
write that the center of our city 
is fortunate to have a branch of 
the county library system, the 
Greenbelt Community Center, the 
Municipal Building, a perform- 
ing arts facility and a cinema, all 
patronized and/or supported by 
taxes paid by residents of 
Greenbelt East as well as those 
of Greenbelt Center and other 
parts of our city. 

Any letter that criticizes 
people cannot be given much 
credence if it contains inaccura- 
cies. Mr. Goldberg, by reason of 
being elected chair of the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com- 
mittee, can speak for citizens of 
Greenbelt East; and he also has 
a 20-year experience of city af- 
fairs in Greenbelt as a whole.

(4) Provide an appropriate mix 
of residential unit types to en- 
courage diversity in ownership. 
Give consideration to providing 
cooperative housing, senior 
housing, work-force housing, 
various price points or other al- 
ternatives which will increase 
housing choices and opportuni- 
ties. 

(5) In the South Core, nar- 
row the loop road between the 
Civic Open space and the adja- 
cent open space leading to the 
stream valley to the minimum 
width necessary for two travel 
lanes and prohibit parking be- 
tween the civic open space and 
the open space adjacent to the 
stream valley. Use a decorative 
pavement material for the no 
parking area to demonstrate the 
connection between the adjacent 
Open spaces. 

(6) Be responsible for the 
clean-up, removal of debris, 
rough grading and installation of 
utilities (up to the property 
line) for the 3.7 acre open space 
parcel dedicated to the city. 
For any other land dedicated to 
the city be responsible for re- 
moval of debris and invasive 
species as agreed with the city. 

(7) Provide a civic/open 
Space area in the South Core, 
measuring approximately 200 
feet in width by 700 feet in 
length, extending from the 
north-south connector road to 
the Indian Creek stream valley 
as shown on the illustrative 
conceptual site plan. The civic/ 
Open space is to be designed to 
include, at a minimum, a formal 
gathering place, seating areas, a 
building for civic/public use 
and other design elements to 
define the total civic/open space 
and relate the space and uses to 
the neighborhood streetscape, 
landscaping and community in 
general. Prior to the issuance of 
the 200th building permit, the 
applicant shall submit proof of 
compliance with this condition. 

Robert’s letter noted, “the ap- 
plicant has been working with 
the city over the past four years 
to address the city’s concerns as 
they relate to development den- 
sity, Open space, transportation, 
the environment and urban de- 
sign principles.” In May 2005 
the city entered into a develop- 
ment agreement with the appli- 
cant setting the framework for 
the funding and implementation 
of a number of city improve- 
ments, defining the amount of 
development involved and defin- 
ing minimum and maximum 
percent land use types. 

The city believes the devel- 
Opment agreement served as the 
catalyst for the applicant to re- 
vise the 2001 CSP to reflect the 
vision of both the city and the 
approved Sector Plan and Sec- 
tional Map amendment for the 
Greenbelt Metro Area. 

Conditions Rejected 

During the meeting, in an ex- 
change between Planning Board 
members and the technical staff, 
all but two of the city’s addi- 
tional conditions were accom- 
modated or made part of the 
conditions. For the condition 
relating to housing types and 
forms of ownership, Elizabeth 
Hewlett, chair of the Planning 
Board, was sympathetic to the 
city’s objectives but noted that 
such a provision was beyond 
the purview of the Planning 
Board’s legislative mandate. 

Similarly, for the condition 
relating to the applicant’s sched- 
ule for the transfer of the re- 
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maining open space land to the 
State, the technical staff advised 
the Planning Board that such a 
condition would not be enforce- 
able by M-NCPPC. When the 
technical staff also balked on 
the condition relating to the 
applicant’s responsibility for the 
clean-up and removal of debris 
for lands ultimately to be dedi- 
cated to the city, Rivera, speak- 
ing for the developers, said they 
would proffer such a condition 
between themselves and the city. 
Four other city-requested condi- 
tions were acceptable to the 
technical staff and were either 
incorporated into the recom- 
mended conditions or added. 

Greenbelt was not able to 
convince the Planning Board 
that the cap on residential units 
for the South Core should re- 
main at 983 units. Rather, the 
technical staff had been per- 
suaded that the extra 39 units 
were fair to compensate for the 
loss of units because of the en- 
largement of the civic/open 
space. 

Additional language for that 
provision was added to read: 
“Up to 1,022 dwelling units 
may be permitted subject to 
verification by the Transporta- 
tion Planning Section (M- 
NCPPC) that the additional 
dwelling units do not exceed 
the overall trip caps for the de- 
velopment.” The Planning 
Board also was cognizant that 
the 983 cap was part of the de- 
velopment agreement between 
the city and the applicant and it 
felt that the cap number could 
either be enforced by that 
agreement or considered more 
fully at the time of the DSP. 

Flood Impacts 

Testimony provided by the 
planning director for the City of 
College Park, representatives of 
Berwyn Heights, the Berwyn 
District Citizens Association and 
the Committee to Restore Indian 
Creek focused on concern of 
neighboring and downstream 
communities regarding storm 
water management and 100-year 
flood plain impacts. 

In response, the technical 
staff presented modified lan- 
guage to require that, at the 
time of each DSP review, the 
applicant shall submit plans to 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment for review and 
comment and notify the City of 
College Park of each plan sub- 
mittal for any area that includes 
100-year flood plain impacts. 
College Park would also be no- 
tified of any proposed changes 
to flood plain elevations. 

One area where Planning 
Board members were more en- 
gaged was the applicant’s efforts 
to get a more flexible condition 
regarding the minimum amount 
of commercial/retail space re- 
quired for the South Core. Plan- 
ning Board member John Squire, 
who led the discussion, wanted 
more assurance that any reduc- 
tion in the minimum level of re- 
tail/commercial space take place 
only after all efforts to lease 
such space were exhausted and 
that tests had been applied that 
the reductions were not just 
convenient for the developers. 

The condition was modified 
by the technical staff to read, 
“A minimum of 80,000 square 
feet of commercial/retail/office 
shall be constructed prior to the 
issuance of building permits in 
excess of 785 dwelling units. 
The minimum square footage 
may be reduced to 60,000 


square feet upon a demonstra- 
tion that the space has not been 
determined to be commercially 
feasible.” 

The definition of feasibility 
requires the applicant continu- 
ously market the space for 180 
days through an exclusive list- 
ing agent and be unable to ob- 
tain a user. Such an effort 
would justify a waiver or modi- 
fication of the requirement. The 
space could then be converted 
for residential spaces. 

Squire was concerned that 
the original concept for transit- 
oriented, mixed-use neighbor- 
hood development would be 
lost and the development would 
end up just like any suburban 
development subdivision. 
Rivera assured him that the ap- 
plicant looked only for flexibil- 
ity and that “it was not a ques- 
tion of whether, but when.” 

Piecemeal 

Greenbelt citizen William Or- 
leans expressed his view that 
the development proposal before 
them should be considered with 
the proposed redevelopment of 
Springhill Lake and possible 
changes for the rear of the 
Beltway plaza shopping mall as 
a comprehensive package. He 
said that to do otherwise would 
be planning in a piecemeal 
fashion. 

Hewlett responded that the 
board and the staff agreed with 
his basic premise and that the 
technical staff had been aware of 
the other proposed develop- 
ments in Greenbelt West as it 
considered the Greenbelt Station 
CSP. The board is constrained, 
however, because the process is 
designed for discrete develop- 
ment proposals from individual 
applicants and it cannot control 
the timing for review, she said. 

Other speakers from Berwyn 
Heights, College Park and 
Greenbelt raised strong concerns 
about the lack of planning by 
the Board of Education to an- 
ticipate school facility needs in 
light of the expected increases 
in residential development from 
Greenbelt Station, Springhill 
Lake and any residential devel- 
opment being considered by the 
owners of Beltway Plaza. 

The response was that the 
proposed developments were in 
the “developed” tier in Prince 
George’s County’s General Plan 
and, thus, the residential units 
would be subject to the re- 
quired developer fees for new 
residential units. 

After consideration, with all 
of the modifications to the 
original list of conditions that 
the technical staff was recom- 
mending and with some addi- 
tions and deletions, the final 
tally of conditions recommended 
and approved by the Planning 
Board numbered about 65.

Craze Appointed 
To IACP Board 

On February 2 Greenbelt Po- 
lice Chief James R. Craze was 
appointed to the board of direc- 
tors of the Foundation of the In- 
ternational Association of Chiefs 
of Police (IACP). Founded in 
1893, the IACP, with more than 
20,000 members in 101 countries, 
is the oldest and largest associa- 
tion of police executives and line 
officers in the world.

Fire & Rescue Log 


The Fire Department Log is a monthly report of the activities and

Incident Report 

In January, the GVFD&RS re- 
sponded to a total of 138 engine 
and 145 ambulance calls. Among 
those, 26 were reports of smoke or 
fire, 22 automatic fire alarms, 11 gas 
leaks, 60 motor vehicle accidents 
and 109 medical calls. 

Busy 24 Hours 

The 24-hour period from Febru- 
ary 3 to 4 was a busy one for the 
GVFD&RS.
